The Missouri House oi Represen­ 
tatives has passed a driver licens­ 
ing bill, and the action can be 
commended on two counts: 
1. The bill would establish prac­

drivers from the ranks of those

to 
sit 
behind 
steering 
I wheels. 


2. The House is two months earl- 
I ier in its action on this legislation 
this year than it was in the 1949 
I session. 
The need for an improvement 


over the “ two-bit joke” of a license 


law that Missouri now has became 
obvious several years ago. Exper­ 
ience 
has showm 
that 
this law 
serves little more than as a source 
of revenue. Lacking any provision 
for proof of an applicant’s ability 
to drive, it has permitted the li­ 
censing of many persons who be­ 
come a public menace every time 
they go onto a street or highway. 
The House-approved 
bill pro­ 
vides for examination of applicants 
by the State H ighw ay Patrol. R e v­ 
ocation would be mandatory in case 
of conviction for certain offenses, 
including: 
(a ) 
manslaughter re­ 
sulting from operation of a motor 
vehicle; (b ) driving w hile intoxi­ 
cated; (c) leaving the scene of an 
accident; 
(d )

any 12-month period. Thus the law 
would hold over the chronically 
dangerous driver a threat that is 
not adequately spelled out in the 
present law. 
The new bill is sim ilar in many 
respects to the one that was passed 
two years ago. But in 1949 the 
House was slow getting to this leg­ 
islation. and the Senate was even 
slower. Then in the final days of 
the session the two houses dis­ 
agreed over provisions for license 
revocation, and the measure got 
lost in the rush for adjournment 


The 1949 Senate insisted that revo­ 


cation powers be vested solely in 
the State Department of Revenue. 
The House, in the present bill, 
gives m unicipal judges the power 
to 
suspend 
licenses and 
circuit 
judges the power to suspend or re­ 
voke. This is a sound provision, 
and the Senate should accept it. If 
every question of a d river’s right 
to keep his license had to be set­ 
tled 
at Jefferson City, the law 
would 
become ineffective under 
the complications of enforcement. 


M issouri has waited too long a l­ 
ready for a driver license law with 
some teeth in it. Surely the Legis­ 
lature w ill not let another session 
go by w hile our streets and high­ 
ways continue to take an unnec­ 
essarily high toll in dead and in­ 
jured.— Star Times.
